Rockwood 
Injured 


BARSTOW, CAL., Dec. 10, 1971 — 
AMA National star Tom Rockwood of 
Gardena, Calif., was critically injured 
Monday afternoon while road-testing a 
new Kawasaki on the open highway 
near here. 

Rockwood sustained three fractured 
vertebras in his back and had internal 
injuries when his motorcycle apparently 
landed on top of him during the crash. 

Upon arrival at the Barstow 
Community Hospital, Rockwood was 
reported to have no heart beat and 
almost no blood pressure. He was 
revived and is currently listed in critical 
condition. 

The young star and son of 
well-known announcer Roxy Rockwood 
of BSA/Triumph, was testing the 
machine about 20 miles east of Barstow 
when high winds and the subsequent 
cross-winds blew him off the highway 
after an oncoming -car had passed. The 
bike apparently toppled over and landed 
on Rockwood. 

His stomach was jarred out of 
position in the spill and doctors are 
awaiting to see if other internal injuries 
develop before they put the Ascot 
National winner into.a body cast. 

Only close friends and relatives are 
able to visit Rockwood, but cards and 
letters can be sent in care of the 
Barstow Hospital. It is not. known at 
this time when he will be able to trayel 
to a local hospital in Gardena. 

His immediate future in racing is not 
clear, but his father is hopeful that Tom 
can return to racing before the ‘72 
season is over.

1971 LEGISLATIVE RECAP 

On December 3rd, the 1971 Session 
of the Calfifornia Legislature drew to a 
close. We have all been hearing and 
reading in the newspapers where this 
Session, which has been the longest in 
history, has been a _ “do-nothing” 
legislature. 

While this may be true to the major 
issues of welfare, tax reform, and 
reapportionment, it certainly was not 
true with respect to legislation affecting 
or involving motorcycles and off-road 
vehicles. 

1970 set an all-time high with 81 
separate motorcycle Bills but that figure 
was up nearly 300% in 1971. There 
were 210 separate bills which affected 
motorcycles plus five which we 
sponsored: three of which were 
approved and enacted into law. 

Naturally, we felt that our five bills 
represented good laws, and many of the 
210 other bills were favorable. But, 
many of the 210 other bills were 
detrimental to our sport and recreation, 
and several would have virtually 
eliminated all forms of motorcycling in 
California: dirt, road, and competition 
alike. 

In looking back over the past eleven 
months, it is difficult to say which has 
been our most difficult ‘battle’. Early in 
the year, it was obtaining an 
amendment to exclude motorcycles and 
m otor-driven cycles from the 
requirement that all motor vehicles be 
equipped with four emergency flares at 
all times. 

Later, our ‘biggest battle’ was the 
defeat of several bills which would have 
required registration and identification 
of all off-road vehicles with the fees to 
be used for enforcement of off-road 
vehicle laws. 

Fortunately, we had our own 
proposal for the registration and 
identification of all off-road vehicles 
with the resultant fees to be used for 
off-road vehicle facilities, parks, and 
trail systems. Although our bill (AB 
2342) was not a difficult bill to ‘sell’ in 
itself, we found a great deal of difficulty 
in convincing some of our legislators 
that it was a better bill than those which 
would have resulted in ‘enforcement’ 
rather than ‘parks’.

Addzip Additives of Escalon, 
California, manufacturers of Blendzall 
Racing Castor and other lubricants, had 
incorporated under the name of the 
Blendzall Corporation. 

Ray Hook serves as President of the 
new company, Marc Van Wilson is Vice 
President, while Pat Hook serves as 
Secretary/Treasurer. Don Ney is 
Production Manager and Don Veltkamp 
is Shipping/Sales Manager. 

Spokesman for the new corporation 
stated that increasing volume of all 
company products, resulting from 
growing consumer demand, necessitated 
the corporate move. They stressed that 


the same high quality control of all 


lubricants will continue. 


It may be hard for you to believe, but 
there are still a large number of people 
who feel that the best way to take care 
of the off-road vehicle problem is to 
legislate them from existence, rather 
than accommodate them! 

Another major ‘battle’ involved the 
22 separate bills introduced to combat 
motorcycle noise. Each of our 
legislators had their own idea of how to 
combat the noise problem and they 
wrote their bills accordingly. This 
caused us to be running in 22 different 
directions. with 22 separate answers at 
the same time. The outcome of these 
bills is not only a condition with which 
we can easily exist, but it will help 
immensely in saving our sport and 
improving the image of motorcycling. 

And then, toward the end of the 
year, there were several very 
discriminatory bills aimed at off-road 
vehicles which would have virtually 
banned the ORV’s from all public lands. 
Fortunately, these bills were defeated. 

And, just so the road-rider doesn’t 
feel left out, we had our hands full all 
year long defeating mandatory 
insurance laws, some of which had 
annual premiums far exceeding the 
purchase price of the motorcycles. 

And, of course, there was a 
mandatory headlight law early in the 
year which was defeated because of the 
difficulty in observing the small degree 
of difference in illumination between a 
taillight and a stoplight. 

M.O.R.E.’S CHRISTMAS PRESENT TO 
YOU 

The membership of M.O.R.E., and 
my wife, Doris, and I want you to have 
the best of all possible holiday seasons 
and a very joyous and happy 1972. We 
have done our best this past year to 
make that possible for you. 

All of the proposed laws which we 
felt were truly harmful to our form of 
sport and recereation, were defeated. 
Most of the proposed laws which we felt 
would help motorcycling, have been 
passed. We will try again in 1972 to 
obtain legislation to outlaw ‘unmarked 
neckbreakers’ and to obtain legislation 
which will remove liability from public 
and private landowners who open their 
lands to free recreational use. 

We anticipate many consumer 
protection proposals next year and will 
react in your best interests. 

Although the ultra-conservationists 
failed miserably in 1971 to drive us 
from the public lands, we know that 
they plan to move their ‘battle’ to 
Washington, D.C. in 1972. This is not to 
say that ‘ecology’ is dead in California. 
We expect the rabble-rousers to return 
hot-and-heavy, but we’ll be waiting for 
them not only here in Sacramento, but 
in Washington, D.C., also. 

Again, a very Merry Christmas and a 
most Happy New Year.

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WE'VE COME A LONG WAY, BABY

Recently a friend of mine blundered into the state 
of matrimony for the first time. He came across his 
ten-year collection of cycle magazines while preparing 


for the move to the cottage with the white picket’ 


fence. Not wishing to offend the lady with his seedy 
past, he reluctantly made me a gift of the collection. 
I’ve always been an avid reader of motorcycle mags, 
so his well-kept library came into appreciative hands. 
It made me wonder what had happened to all the 
magazines that I’d bought through the years. Tm 
sorry that I let them get s’canned after the coffee 
table-garage-bathroom circuit. 

Reading eight-year-old motorcycle magazines is 
much the. same as going through Life, Time, and 
Colliers from the 1940’s. You know, the ones with 
the faded pictures of a chastened Hirohito, or the 
Ford ads selling a new 1940 model for $900. But one 
doesn’t have to go that far back to find real 
motorcycle nostalgia. 

Paging through those old magazines almost made 
me feel sheepish about the way I marvelled at the 
wonders they beheld when current. The old journals 
show how far we have come in the last few years. 
They also provide a compact history of our sport. 
Comparisons between then and now come easy. 

The Gold Stars, Harley KR’s, and Matchless G-50’s. 
Not too long ago all the “AMA “Class C” 
(professional) stars were riding machines that were 
top-notch then, but are now considered relics. I 
particularly liked Elliot Shultz’ Enfield and Dick 
Mann’s G-50 with the giant “NGK” on the gas tank. 
All the guys wore look-alike leathers that never really 
seemed to fit right. A far cry from today’s 
professionalism. Maybe motorcycling’s haberdashers 
learned a lesson from the European Speedway circuit 
riders. Those guys must spend a lot of time thinking 
up the outlandish emblems and festoonery they 
display on their riding togs. The crowds love it. 

There wasn’t as much concern for rider safety back 
then and some AMA National events were run on 
really crummy tracks. Like the Windber Fire 
Department National Road Race, held in a small burg 
in Pennsylvania. The race track was nothing but a 
series of park roads connected to form a circuit. 
Giant trees stood at the end of almost every 
straightaway, and crowds of eager spectators (a la 
Mexican 1000) made the track very narrow. At least 
the AMA showed some mercy by only making the 
guys race for 50 miles at Windber City Park. Few 
really good race tracks were available for motorcycle 
events, so the second rate facilities had to do; but it 
was fun, and there was no $8.50 spectator fee either! 

Motorcycling has always had a cause to pursue. It’s 
easy to follow the parade of defensive counterplays in 
the magazines. The contemporary 


less-sound-more-ground © campaign replaced the 
compulsory helmet Jaw furor, which replaced the 
effort to clean up motorcycling’s image. After the 
1965 Laconia riots, the magazines from that era were 
full of shocked editorials and indignant 
letters-to-the-editor. Everyone was sorry that so few 
individuals could ruin the image of so many. 

I happened. to be in Laconia during the riots, as an 
innocent beer-drinker, not a rock thrower. It’s my 
opinion that the Weirs Beach disturbance was blown 
out of proportion by the press and was trifling 
compared to some of the biggies we've had since 
then. But motorcycling’s social consciousness was 
shocked at a time when it least needed the trauma. 
The incident was a real bummer for the motorcycle 
industry and our enthusiasts’ magazines tried to set 
the record straight. Clean up your act everyone; folks 
WILL meet the nicest people on a Honda! In Venice, 
one of the few places in Southern California where a 
pocket. of outlaws still lives, the 1%ers are now 
considered an amusing part of the scenery. Local 
color, you know. Not nearly the threat they seemed 
when the media was giving big ink to the baddies. 

This same moral fiber was abraded in the late 60’s, 
albeit on a milder scale. A couple of bike distributors 
placed ads in the monthlies displaying their wares 
along with a chickie displaying hers. Apparently a lot 
of people thought that associating sex with 
motorcycles was a step backward in ‘the struggle to 
clean up the image. Or maybe they just didn’t like 
girls. I’m sure the magazines were flooded by many 
more complaints than they printed in their 
letters-to-the-editor columns. The editors’ glib replies 
to the letters didn’t belie the fact that a lot of people 
were really mad, though the ads seems pretty 
innocuous when viewed by 1971 standards. 

Our personal social consciousness is also'reflected 
in our own particular brand of special-interest 
journalism. I was reading a report on the 1965 
Heidelberg 15-mile National. There was a short blurb 
in the story about the death during the race of “Wee 
Willie” Moye, a colored rider. I did a double take A 
colored rider? Oh, you mean a black rider! A black 
rider named “Wee Willie?” I’m glad Parkhurst tiptoed 
that one past H. Rap and friends. 

I think that the pop art of motorycling resides in 
the advertising in the old magazines. You'll find the 
same type of peddling in the old general-interest 
magazines. The hard-sell approach was still a baby 
and the ads remind you of ‘a nun wearing cheap 
costume jewelry. The product is good and should sell 
itself, but they dress up the ads a bit just in case it 
doesn’t. 

Take, for instance, the Hodaka campaign of the 
mid 60’s when the 90 was heralded as the “Ace of 
Hots”. Of course, the ‘‘Ace of Hots” had to be

“Wild”, so if you want to “Play Your Cards Right”, 
get a Hodaka. Ace 90 was “‘Dealer’s Choice” and your 


“Ace in the Hole”. I remember when Hooker sold his 
headers that way. 


In a subsequent ad, Hodaka’s agency experienced a 
mild premonition of the Spiro Agnew-John Wayne 
type of patriotism popular af the end of the decade. 
Hodaka announced that “Our Trail Country Belongs 
to the Strong, Safe, Sensible” and it demands 
*Hodakability”. Look in any current cycle magazine 
and you'll find that Pabatco’s tone is less strident 
now. But those oldies must have worked because 
there are a lot of aged Hodakas around. Maybe it’s 
just a coincidence that they’re a damn good bike. 

Around the same time there was an ad that 
featured Top 40 singing stars Dick and DeeDee 
singing the praises of the new Triumph. Included was 
a picture of the duo seated on'a Triumph and an offer 
of a free copy of their new hit single. A lot of 
possibilities come to mind if their agency wanted to 
take the same approach nowdays. Maybe a picture of 
an acid-rock group lounging around a Triumph 
decorated with artifacts of the Love Generation. The 
free record offer would have to be nixed because it’s 
hard to find a tune without sex or drug lyrics. 
Everyone knows that motorcyclists use neither. 

Another testimonial I found was one that showed 
Parnelli Jones telling readers how neat a particular 
motorcycle was. Just what in the hell does Parnelli 
Jones know about motorcycles? (For that matter, 


what qualifies Dick and DeeDee to sing the Triumph’s - 


praises?) I wish the company would have spent the 
money within the industry for more cereditable 
testimony. Parnelli probably didn’t need the cash 
anyway. 

Motorcycle advertising of several years ago was on 
a shaky footing because the copywriters were 
probably not bikers. They had to use the formulas 
created for selling other products; slogans, unprovable 
claims such as “years ahead styling”, and lots of bold 
upper case. Advertisers often tried to use a bike’s 
mechanical features as selling points, just as they do 
now. Perhaps it is only our retrospective view that 
allows us to spot an inflated claim. Some of the old 
cycle ads were bad, but so were the pitches of the 
dishwasher, soup, and soap makers. At least we’ve 
made an attempt to clean up our act. 

As I glance at the latest issue of my favorite 
monthly, I find that the advertising is geared more to 
the present state of the art and to the buyer’s needs. 
Less sloganeering is used and machinery is touted for 
an alleged proven record of reliability and 
performance. Even if it still has neither. 

Just as surely as time marches on, today’s 
motorcycle magazines will provide tomorrow’s 
nostalgia. Perhaps in ten years I'll be fortunate 
enough to uncover another cache of bike books. 
Surely they will provide my daydream fodder as I jet 
off to the domed, air-conditioned, Astrodirt 
motocross track.

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ABOUT BOB GROSSI 


ROBERT WILLIAM GROSSI is 
recognized by many as being America’s 
top motocrosser. Most persons base 
their opinion upon the major events he 
has won and his young age, 21. 

He began motorcycle competition 
near his Santa Cruz, Calif., home and 
took up scrambles, very big in Northern 
California. Repeated defeats made Bob 
even more competitive and when he 
discovered motocross he knew he had 
found his thing. He never experienced 
race-preventing injuries until this year, 
although he broke his jaw in 1968. 

In late 1969, Bob began making 
himself known outside his local area as 
his style developed. The following year 
he made excellent strides, winning more 
than just a few of the West Coast’s 
biggest annual events and he wound up 
going to Europe for the Motocross des 
Nations. Rain, bike troubles, etc., made 
Bob’s first taste of the European scene a 
bit tainted. But. when he returned, he 
knew he had to go back. He picked up 
the Inter-Am_ series against the 
Europeans in the Fall of 1970, riding 
that primarily because Edison Dye, the 
promoter for the events, was also his 
sponsor at Med-International in La 
Mesa, Calif. It was an unusual series 
with often-times a pair of events going 
on the same day hundreds of miles 
apart; thus it became difficult to 
determine Top American for the entire 
series. But, when the finale linked itself 
up with most of the Europeans who had 
been riding the Trans-AMA series at 
Saddleback in early December, Bob 
Grossi took First American. 

When 1971 dawned, he had a bright 
year ahead, or so he planned. He 
remained home on the West Coast, a 
place he seldom treks from, and began 
preparing for the European return for 
the summer Inter-AMA Series and then, 
later in the fall, his voyage to Europe 


` for the American Motocross Team. 


Tuning up, he won the Dirt Diggers 
North M.C.’s Annual Hangtown MX for 
the second year in a row. Several weeks 
later, he campaigned in the AMXT’s 
two-event series of benefit motocrosses 
at Indian Dunes and Carnegie Cycle 
Park, doing extremely well in the latter 
as it rained heavily. Less than a month 
later, he pocketed $1800 at Evel 
Knievel’s big bash in Idaho. , 

In mid-June, the Bishop M.C. holds 
its annual Mammoth Mountain 
Motocross and Bob, nearing the best 
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physical conditioning of his career, 
showed up. Suddenly, it was all over. 
Bob’s younger brother, Bill, crashed 
during practice and snapped his left 
arm. Bob decided to take over the ride 
in the 125 class and during the first 
moto, after a poor start, was working 
his way up to the leaders when another 
rider went down and Bob unavoidably 
smashed into him, A compound fracture 
splintered his left arm and his hand was 
mangled, apparently from dipping into 
the spokes; some 60 stitches were 
required to close up the wounds. 

Less than a month later, Bill was 
again back racing but Bob was forced to 
spend his next three months spectating. 
During this time, Patty, his wife, gave 
birth to Robert Preston Grossi, and his 
young son helped pass the time. The 
Inter-AMA series came and went; Barry 
Higgins traveled alone over to Europe to 
team with Bryan Kenney for the 
AMXT; Bob stayed close to home, 
running daily to stay in shape, and 
patiently waited. 

The Europeans returned on 
September 19 for the First Annual U.S. 
Grand Prix at Carlsbad, Calif., and Bob 
watched with disappointment. The next 
day, the cast was removed and he could 
bend his left arm for the first time in 
more than three months. It took several 
weeks of hard training before he was 
back in competitive shape and when he 
returned, he started winning again. He 
won another and another. Hopetown 
arrived and with it his major test. He 
succeeded, beating Werner Schutz and 
picking up $1000, making 1971 his 
most profitable season. During the final 
moto, however, he slid out and badly 
twisted his knee. When he returned to 
his pits, he hobbled off his bike and 
nearly fell on his face. Water developed 
so he had it drained, hoping it wouldn’t 
be too bad because he planned to pick 
up' the Trans-AMA circuit, now heading 
for Puyallup, Wash. He rode it but the 
leg held him back and he finished 16th 
overall in some hot company. 

The knee began to heal up nicely, his 
arm was nearly 100-percent; Carnegie 
Cycle Park was Event No. 11 and Bob 
was excited with anticipation. Friday 
prior, he went out to test his Husky and 
did a double endo, breaking his wrist 
and badly bruising his shoulder. For 
Bob Grossi, both a profitable and 
painful 1971 season came to a 
premature end...

I ‘snapped a few 
shots as the pair worked on the bike and 
Bob, aware of my presence, closed up 
and produced a frown.

The phone rang. “Maybe it’s results,” 
Bob said as he gingerly made it to his 
feet and over to the phone. Billy had 
crashed during practice again and had 
hurt his ankle, but we didn’t know how 
seriously...“‘kind of like shades of 
Mammoth Mountain” was the way Karl 
Wealey put it. “He’s ok, just a bad 
sprain.” A bit of the tension was 
relieved. 

Mark Blackwell, who had arrived for 
the weekend the night before, was 
typically quiet. The crackle of the fire 
would, it seems, drown out their voices 
whenever either spoke. Bob had had a 
sleepless night and he returned to the 
couch and half-dozed off. He glanced at 
his arm and then at me and smiled. 
“The only thing left in shape is my right 
leg!” 

‘Don’t worry, that’s going soon, 
too,” came a reply from one of his 
friends. “Yeh,’’ Bob smiled in return, 
“Earthy.” 

Bob’s favorite word used to be 
“stoked” until Tom Rockwood was up 
in the area a few weeks earlier. “That’s 
all he said. He went around saying 
everything was “Earthy, man, earthy.” 
Mark and Bob picked it up and have 
gotten into a little contest to see who 
could get the word spread about first. 
“It’s a North vs. South thing,” explains 
Grossi. 

The baby, laying on the floor in front 
of the fire began to cry. “He’s having a 
bad nightmare,” said Bob. “He’s 
dreaming Joel Robert just passed him.” 

Bob was taking his plight in stride, 
now. He had experience at it. We had 
talked several months earlier when he 
was still recuperating from his last 
accident and he told me of howhe felt 
then. 

“It’s like a vacation. The Swedes take 
time off every year and don’t ride — 
they just go skiing. That’s how I look at 
it. It has given me time to get my head 
straight.” 

“I wanted so much to go to Europe. 
Id been there once but didn’t do too 
well. Everything was going great until 
that crash. I really don’t know what 
happened. I was going through the pack 
trying to make up time when this guy in 
front of me starts getting all squirrelly. I 
don’t know if it was a different bike or 
what, but I know I should have moved 
over but I didn’t have time. I.don’t even 
know how my hand got all cut up; 
someone said that they thought I had

gotten it stuck in the spokes. But, all I 
remember was looking down at my 
hand and seeing the blood and saying to 
myself, ‘I. don’t want to die, here; I 
don’t want to die!’ I was really scared so 
I just started running ‘cause I didn’t 
want to die.” 

Now, Bob was inactive again, but he 
wasn’t crying aloud or becoming bitter. 
He was just upset that it had happened. 
“Bob has really been lucky up to now,” 
Preston says. “I remember several years 
ago down at Saddleback when Bob was 
coming down the hill and got into a 
wobble and high-sided. The whole damn 
pack seemed to run over him and he just 
bounced up and wasn’t hurt.” 

What’s he going to do now? “Plan for 
‘72, I guess. If I can get back into shape, 
I may be’ going over to Europe with 
Mark to ride the Grand Prix circuit. 
That’s all up in the air right now, but if 
I can get into shape, then maybe I can

nowadays in competition and if you've ever 
tried getting a shot of him doing it you'll 
know he’s right. 


He flatly stated recently that he 
believes America can have a World 
Motocross Champion “in about four 
years...and I’d like to be the first.” At 
the time of his first accident, he believed 
he was about nine months ahead of his 
fellow Yanks. His forced layoffs are 
allowing-them to catch up, but he still 
beats most of them. 

“If Im. going to. win the 
championship, I figure I’ll have to do it 
before I’m 25. After that, if I haven’t 
done it, then I don’t think I ever will. 
I'll stick to racing but only on a local 
level,” 

John DeSoto candidly remarked once 
about Grossi’s style and ability. “Bob 
isn’t the fastest man on a motocross 
track, but he’s the quickest around it. 
He knows how to spot lines and how to 
get better ones. I thought he was great 
the first time I ever saw him when he 
was riding scrambles.” Coming from 
DeSoto, that’s praise. 

Perhaps Bob’s link with continued 
success is the reliability of his “trusty 
Husky.” In 1970, for example, Bob 
recalls having mechanical failure only 
twice — the entire year. Thats an 
immediate edge on the rest of the 
competition whenever he straddles his 
machine. Another reason may be his 
insistence to remain with Husky. 
“Edison Dye has been good to me. I’ve 
got the parts when I need them. Really, 
it’s been a good setup. John Preston is 
one of the best Husky mechanics you'll 
find. Pres is the best, really.” 

Bob Grossi has quite a few friends 
and only a few enemies. “On the track, 
I don’t think I have any enemies. I don’t 
ride that way. I want to win, I’m gonna 
win, I gotta win. But I try and not make 
enemies,” 

Many of his friends drop by, even 
when Bob is out of competition. The 
night of his most recent crash, at least 
two dozen friends dropped by to see 
Bob and just talk. The mood was 
mellow the entire weekend after the 
incident, just the way Bob likes it. 

We went out on the sun porch that 
the sun seldom, if ever, finds below the 
high trees. Bob sat down in a 
thick-strawed chair and tipped it back 
and leaned against the house. “It’s so 
quiet up here,” he said softly, as usual. 
Then he bellowed out a “Yyeeehhoww” 
and the echo thundered up through the 
mountain’s valley: It must have felt 
good because Bob got'a wide grin and 
relaxed. 

“Shirley Temple Black lives right over 
there,” he said pointing toward a 
sun-bleached wooden house about a 
hundred yards away. “Every once in 
awhile she gets out there and 
sunbathes...really earthy.” 

In his own way, Bob is at the home 
he loves to call home. The day is clear 
and the air fresh and the silence 
somewhat deafening. An occasional car 
slips by down below on the narrow road 
and disappears around the bend. “That 
road leads all the way to the top of the 


mountain,” Bob reflects. “I’ve never 
been to the top of the mountain, but 
I’m gonna get there...someday.”

horrendous sand pit has been eliminated 
and several portions of the course have 
been widened.

ESCAPE COUNTRY, CAL., Dec. 12, 
1971 — Every once in a while a sport 
finds it necessary to remove from its 
stuffed calendar of serious competition 
one Sunday during which it can do 
some essential business and have some 
fun. The essential business of a sport, of 
course, is it’s own growth, both internal 
and external. In the world of Trials in 
Southern California the day of El Trial 

De Espana is Sunday Set Aside. 

The name El Trial de Espana, literally 
“the Trial of Spain,” is an interesting 
one because it can be taken a number of 
ways. First there is the ostensible main 
purpose of the trials, that of sending the 
two best riders to Spain to compete in 
the Spanish round of the World 
Championship. This is a particularly fine 
and fitting award for the top trialists

because it is magnificent enough to bc 
worth very serious sustained effort 
(which is all that’s necessary for the 
eventual production of champions), and 
yet it is not of such a, nature 
(convertible to cash that is) that it will 
do violence to that essential and very 
valuable aspect of trialing which is its 
sportsman-like character. To Spain this 
year will go the San Diego Gobbler, 
Rich Bledsloe and Ossa’s whiz kid, Mark 
Eggar, both indisputably the best in 
Southern California trials this year. 
Looked at another way, El Trial de 
Espana is so called because it is 
sponsored in large part by Spain. The 
chief promoter and organizer of the 
event is an English translation of a 
Spanish sportsman, Fred Belair, the 
American correspondent for 
Motocyclismo, the Cycle World of 
Spain. The Spanish factories, Montesa, 
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Bultaco and Ossa not only donate most 
of the trophies for the event but also 
make available the biggest drawing card 
for non-trials riders, the motorcycle 
which is raffled off at the conclusion of 
the event. 

This year Spanish sponsorship was 
even more direct and personal. Senor 
Ignacio Bulto, patron of probably the 
last true aristocratic family in the world, 
and incidentally the head of the Bultaco 
motorcycle works, paid a surprise visit 
to the trials this year. Senor Bulto 
offered his own prize to the winner of 
today’s trials: a personal expense-paid 
invitation to his family’s trials in Spain. 
This is an affair of honor in Spain to 
which an invitation holds the same value 
as a ringside seat at a British Coronation, 
or a first table place at the wedding 
breakfast of Princess Grace. Fine wines, 
food and sport in a tradition snuffed by 
too many wars. 

Having taken care of the business of 
internal growth by ensuring a spot in 
world competition for its best riders, 
the sport on this Sunday turned its 
efforts toward external growth by 
encouraging the non-trialing population 
to try the sport. A class for non-trials 
riders on non-trials machines was held 
and suitable traps were set to give the 
visitors a real taste of trials without 
getting them killed. That its purpose 
was achieved is unquestionable: One 
saw the damnest collection of machines 
and riders messing about on off-camber 
turns and over logs that can be 
imagined. One rider who appeared on a 
desert-rigged Ossa commented “Hey! 
this is really fund. It sure beats chasing 
jackrabbits.”” He had been persuaded to 
come by an article in the paper and had 
never seen a trials before. 

While many of the true novices had a 
ball and more than got their money’s 
worth in enjoyment, they didn’t have 
much of a chance at the trophies. The 
winner of the novice class had a score of 
three which meant that he failed to 
clean only three traps in the two rounds 
(at worst). The second (or possibly the 
third) place winner was riding a Sherpa 
T in violation of the rules, but he 
solemnly assured the course marshal 
that it was his first trials and he had just 
this week bought the bike. He failed to 
clean only four traps at worst. If he’s a 
true novice, Mick Andrews better watch 
out, in about six months! Eyen Crafty Al 

















Fox, who was riding trials in England 
when an off-road motorcycle in this 
country was a stripped Indian Papoose, 
showed up on an AJS motocross 
machine with a sprocket about the size 
of a manhole cover. Al had to content 
himself with fourth place in the novice 
class. And Bill Babroff, the owner of 
two or three honest-to-gosh trials bikes, 
also decided to compete as a Novice on 
an AJS and was unable to finish in the 
top bunch at all. The novice class is 
getting quite competitive these days. 

No sport grows without publicity and 
to ensure that the trials received 
adequate press coverage, there was a 
special class for the Press consisting of 
eight traps to be ridden twice each. 
Undisputed master of the Press Corps is 
Tony Murphy of Motoreycle Sport 
Quarterly. Section 8 was a 20C-yard run 
of some of the deepest, slipperist, 
blackest, watery mud to be found this 
side of a Mississippi swamp. A sharp left 
entrance prohibited any sort of run at 
it, and a sharp right exit over slippery 
rocks necessitated fine control at the 
end. By the end of the day, when Tony 
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had to make his final run, there was a 
hole in the middle of the trap deep 
enough to bury a cow. Tony watched a 
few riders go through, walked down to 
the trap, went back and got his bike, 
rode down along side, couldn’t seem to 
make up his mind which line to take. 
Finally he rode down, went as wide as 
he could and charged up the left side in 
what appeared to be second gear. When 
he hit the mud he flicked the throttle 
off and on, on and off, like he was 
urging a willing horse to do its best. At 
the edge of the hole he faltered just an 
instant and the crowd watching tensed 
as it looked likely he’d fall in, but he 
aved it, regained control and made a 
stylish exit. Tony not only cleaned that 
section, he cleaned the entire contest: 
no points lost. This reporter, using up 
about a year’s worth of luck, finished 
third, effectively sandwiched by two of 
Bultaco’s finest, Doug Yerkes, second 
and Tom Patton, fourth. Bruce Brown, 
who is becoming a good motorcyclist 
after his triumph of “On Any Sunday”, 
finished a creditible eighth in the class. 

While the Press bunch was doing their 
thing, the regular trials riders were 
riding a fun-type trials in which no 
points were at stake. At least that’s the 
way it was intended. However, Senor 
Bulto’s prize made the Master’s class 
considerably more competitive. Even 
though it was quite nerve racking, it 
wasn’t all that much of a contest. The 
slim, young boy from San Francisco, 
Lane Leavitt had come down for 
today’s event and he scored a clean 
victory over second'place Rich Bledsloe, 
eight points to 15 points. Bob Nickelsen 
was third with 22 points. 

In both the Expert and the Amateur 
classes there was a runoff for first and 
second places. Experts Geroge Smith 
and Jim Redenbaugh with 10 apiece did 
one additional trap with George 
emerging the victor. Martin Belair was 
third, Amateurs Marland Whaley and H. 
Rasmussan, 13 apiece, had it out and 
Marland took the first place trophy. 

After the trials there was the trophy 
presentation and the press gang found 
out they weren’t finished yet. Someone, 
no doubt inspired by an over-zealous 
women’s libber, decided that there 
would be a beauty contest in which the 
Press guys would be the contestants. 
After an initial lookover the choice was 
narrowed to myself, Ivan Wager and 
Bruce Cox. Bruce, who. had just last 
week received a trophy for second-best 
in the girl’s class at the Norton-AJS 
Press trials, could hardly _ contain 
himself. As it. turned out this. was an 
asset. Alas, I was eliminated on the first 
round of measurement. It seems that 
stupendous. girth and magnificence of 
overhang were the critical features and I 
was found lacking. Unseemly stature 
was also taken into account. After three 
measurements and several prolonged 
huddles, the four women judges. were 
unable to make a choice between Ivan 
and Bruce so they decided to resolve it 
with a kissing contest: A suitable 
volunteer. from the audience, Mrs. 


Nancy Walker, was selected to be kissed 
by each contestant. After several steamy 
embraces and torrid kisses, everyone in 
the audience including myself became 
so involved that we lost complete track 
of what was happening. I think Nancy 
Walker was declared the winner. 

It’s customary in these trials to hold a 
kid’s class with easy traps that 
youngsters on any type of bike or 
minibike can ride. Today in addition, 
the kids were given chances on a nice 
new, top-of-the-line Kawasaki minibike 
in proportion to where they finished in 
their competition. The trials was won 
by Guy Van Gaasbeck, with Kim Koskie 
and Randy Rader second and third, but 
none of them won the minibike. David 


Kennedy, who placed about 20th won 





the minibike. During the awards 
presentation David was off playing 
somewhere. When someone herded him 
over to the grandstand and told him he 
was a winner, his first comment was — 
honest to gosh — “You’ve got to be 
kidding!”” He hadn’t even collected his 
chances; some one else had put them in 
the barrel for him! 

Last year, Jim Wilson, who was one 
of the primary instigators of trials in 
this area,,donated a perpetual trophy 
about four feet high to be given to the 
young rider who makes the most 
improvement. The award is based on 
sportsmanship and such, as well as 
trials-riding ability. Last year’s recipient 
of the award was Mark Eggar who more 
than demonstrated the wisdom of the 
choice. This year, Mark passed the 
trophy to Jeff Koskie, who has in the 
past year gone from Amateur to Master, 
an impressive achievement. 

The winner of the Spanish trials bikes 
was John Wood, a San Diego Trials rider 
who was unable to make the trials 
today. John reportedly campaigns a 
very old Bultaco, so he should have a 
rather nice Christmas this year. 

By any standard, the day was a huge 
success and of course many people 
contributed to that success, but two 
organizations and one individual deserve 
special mention. Escape Country turned 
all their gate receipts back to the club as 
their donation. Mortorcycle parks with 
this attitude, that of partaking as well as 
taking are greatly appreciated and 


should be supported. The SCTA ran the 
event and extremely efficiently I might 
add. And of course El Trial de Espana 
would not exist without Fred Belair to 
put the Spanish in the trials.

Wilson Sizes

VALENCIA, CAL., Dec. 12, 1971 — 
Tom Rapp, Jim Wilson and Mark 
Blackwell — even though none of them 
were in serious contention for the high 
point standings — were overall winners 
in Senior divisions during today’s final 
round of the track championships at 
Indian Dunes Park. 

Rapp, who scored back-to-back 
double wins in the two 125cc Senior 
motos, had to push his blazing Bultaco 
to a thtottle-limit in that class while 
defeating the young wildcat who was to 
leave the Old Reservation with the 
Senior scalps dangling from his 
hair-hauling belt: Larry Watkins. 

The new Senior champion, the racer 
who will display the No. 1 ACE riding 
plate for the 1972 season, Newhall’s 
Larry Watkins, rode like a demon from 
the inner circle when he grabbed a 
second place finish behind Rapp in the 
initial heat for the super fast 
sod-flickers. However, that was merely a 
warm up for the last go-round. 

In the final moto for the 125 Seniors, 
Watkins, who is only 14-years-old, sailed 
his DKW into an immediate lead from 
the starting line jump; and from that 
point to the bitter end, the young 
winner of the recent Can-Am Series at 
the Dunes was more difficult to fit 
socks to than would have been an 
octopus! Just ask Rapp; he tried for the 
better part of 12 complete laps. 

Somehow, on next to the last lap, 
Rapp was able to pass the high-flying 
youngster, who rides the most 
abnormally fast 125 DKW that this 
writer has ever seen in action, and the 
Bultaco pilot was able to score a 
two-for-two grand slam. Yet, by virtue 
of Watkins’ 2-2 finishes, and his 
high-point victory in the run for the 
track championships, he’ll be a super 
tough customer to hand a collar on 
from here on out.

REVOLUTIONARY ENDURO BIKE 


By Don Woods 

Rokon, a manufacturer of small, two 
wheeled vehicles primarily designed for 
fishermen, hunters and people who travel 
way off the road, but who are not neces- 
sarily in a hurry, (they make those weird 
looking little two wheel drive bikes with 
the funny looking big tires) is now devel- 
oping a serious enduro machine for the 
experienced woods rider. 

The Rokon sparkles with innovations, 
the most newsworthy being the automatic 
transmission. Other features include, 
front and rear hydraulic disc brakes, a 
wheelbase that some woods riders will 
say won’t work but will, magnesium 
wheels, and ultra-light. weight for it’s 
size. 

The machine is powered by a 340cc 
Sachs engine that was originally used in 
snowmobiles and for industrial applicat- 
ions. In the. Rokon it has undergone some 
minor changes, such as a Mikuni carb, 
but at this time still sports a pull starter, 
The starter is really kind of neat, if 
you’re stuck on a hill or in the mud and 
kill the engine, you just reach down with 
one arm and yank instead of having to 
worry about hunting for a gear andkick- 
ing the starter, 

The automatic transmission is the 
type that is used on snowmobiles, with 
a Gilmer belt in the position of what 
could normally be called the primary 
drive. If you ever rode a Chushman 


scooter, you’re already familiar with 
with the way the primary drive works. 
On the Rokon, the system has been re- 
fined to the point that there are no slip- 
page problems or any worry about what 
happens if water gets on the Gilmer 
belt. 

The machine pictured above is proto- 
type number one and at the time the 
photo was taken had a very familiar 
looking gas tank and seat. More ad- 
vanced prototypes have a gas tank and 
seat of Rokon design. The front wheel 
was off another brand production bike 
also, the reason being the need of a

This particular machine 
also had a frame made with very thin- 
wall tubing to show up any weaknesses 
in the frame design. (it had been welded 
in several places and was probably 
heavier than the production version will 
be.)

, the torque converter takes over the job 
of acceleration by bearing itself higher. 


What this means to the rider is that 
you have the feeling that you’re not 
going any faster after about 40, when in 
reality you’re still accelerating just as 
fast as before, but without the increasing 
whine of the engine to tell you how 
much faster. You really need a speed- 
ometer, but if you’re not watching the 
speedo you get the message when the

All Winter did to the machine besides 
careful detail preparation was shorten 
the bottom frame tubes by one inch and 
install a 32 millimeter Keihin 
carburetor.

SYDNEY, NOV. 13, 1971 — Australia 
kicked off its defense of the speedway 
“ashes” against Great Britain with a 
resounding 60-48 win in the first test at 
the Sydney Showground tonight. 

Australian captain Jim Airey and 
fellow heat leaders John Langfield (New 
South Wales) and Jack White 
(Queensland) spearheaded the attack 
with lightning starts from the gate and 
brilliant team riding with their second 
strings. 

Airey, just back from another 
triumphant stint on Californian tracks 
in the recent Anglo-American test series, 
was in a class of his own and simply 
dazzled on his return to his home track. 
It was Jim’s first appearance at the 
Showground for over 18 months as last 
summer season he was in dispute with 
the promoter over prize money and 
chose to compete instead at the 
opposition track at Liverpool, on the 
outskirts of the Sydney metropolitan 
area. 

In his first five races, Airey gave his 
opposition absolutely no chance and 
scorched to five impeccable wins. On 
four of those occasions he left the other 
riders, including his teammate Bill 
Landels, completely flat-footed at the 
starting tapes. 

In the one race when he didn’t make 
the trap he shot through on the inside 
of the British riders in a sea of mud on 
the first corner and hit the front by the 
time they reached the back straight, 
And that was no mean feat for the 
British boys were none other than 
Jimmy McMillan and George Hunter, 
the Glasgow Tigers British League First

JACK LEHTO TO HEAD HUSKY 
EAST

Mr. Lehto, coming from Piasecki 
Sales and Service of Toledo, Ohio is an 
experienced rider, being a member of 
this year’s Husqvarna Vase A Team at 
the ISDT. Having experience in the 
retailing of motorcycles and a general 
knowledge of the motorcycle industry 
also qualified Jack for this position. 

Jack is 28 years old and single. He 
comes from Eastern Mass. where he 
attended the University of Mass. and 
then transferred to the University of 
Michigan to further his education. 





Division heat leaders who also rode in 
the tests against America in California 
last month. McMillan and Hunter 
proved to be the strongest pairing in an 
otherwise weak British line-up. 

With 15 points from five rides, Airey 
was on top of the world and shooting 
for a maximum of 18 points with one 
ride to go. Then, following two tape 
breaks and a spot of bickering at the 
start line, when the tapes went up on his 
final outing the other three riders host 
away and Airey was left motionless on 
the line. His spark plug had oiled up. 

Airey’s misfortune gave the top 
scorer’s spot to another Sydneysider, 
John Langfield, who was having only his 
third meeting at the track after 
returning from an indifferent season 
with the Poole Pirates in England. He 
took to the big third of a mile oval well 
and registered 16 out of a possible 18 
points. 

Langfield was also razor sharp at the 
gate and won his first four rides, before 
dropping odd points to McMillan and 
British captain Nigel Boocock. 

Unfortunately current Austrlian 
Champion, John Boulger, from 
Adelaide, South Australia, had a poor 
night and scored only six points. 
Boulger crashed heavily in his first race 
after being “‘filled in” with dirt. He was 
unable to see, ran out of goggles, and hit 
the fence heavily. He was unhurt and 
hobbled back to the pits but the 
incident obviously unsettled him. 
Unlike Costa Mesa in the States, you 
rarely walk away from a spill uninjured 
at the big, fast Sydney Showground 
track. Its reputation is rather notorious 
in this respect so perhaps young Boulger 
can count himself really lucky after all. 

Following an afternoon of heavy rain, 
the track was hardly conducive to good 
racing. The surface was extremely heavy 
and had anyone not making the gate 
reaching for the Aspros. You either 
trapped or forgot it! 

Another to experience the problem 
of flying dirt was visiting skipper 
Boocock, a renowned slow starter. He 
was last away in his second race and was 
so badly blinded by the mud that he 
pulled infield and fell from his bike, 
unable to see anything at all. 

The British boys —  Boocock, 
McMillan, Hunter, Chris Pusey (from 
Belle Vue, England — the same team as 
triple World Champion Ivan Mauger), 
Bert Harkins (another old Californian 
favorite), Malcolm Simmons (English 
speedway and grass track star) and Tony 
Lomas (English reserve for this year’s 
World Final at Gothenburg, Sweden) — 
were having their first meeting together 
as a team but just couldn’t click. 

Only Harkins had any excuse for 
failing to get amongst the prizemoney. 
His machine just wasn’t up to it. 

The others, however, could make no 
headway against the powerhouse 
Australian outfit and sunk to a 
disheartening defeat. 

This was the first of seven tests being 
staged across Australia this: summer 
against Great Britain. 

Another seven tests are also being 
staged against Sweden but it is not 
expected that Australia will fare so well 
against the Scandinavians who are 
acknowledged as the super stars of 
world speedway. 

WORLD CHAMPION OLSEN CLEANS 
UP 

Further south, in New South Wales, 
Victoria and South Australia, world 
champion Ole Olsen, from Denmark, 
has been showing the locals how to do it 
with big wins wherever he appears. 
Capacity crowds have also turned out to 
witness the riding of Olsen, the man 
who incredibly lifted the world title 
from Mauger in Sweden two months 
ago. Next week Olsen will clash with the 
British seven at Liverpool, NSW, in what 
should be a memorable meeting. 


— Australia continued its phenomenal 
run of success in the 1971-72 
international speedway series, walloping 
test teams from both Sweden and Great 






Britain.over the weekend. 

On’ Friday, a slightly under-strength 
Australian side wiped the floor with the 
world’s strongest speedway team — 
Sweden — at the Claremont speedway in 
Perth, Western Autralis. Match was the 
first of seven throughout the country 
and the Swedes were favorites in most 
quarters to take the win. 

However, rain affected the meeting 
and the Kangaroos were able to adapt to 
the wet track conditions more easily 
than the Scandinavians — which was 
rather surprising in view of the natural 
climatic differences between the 
countries. At half-time the scores were 
level but when the heavens opened 
during the interval the Assue riders 
leaped at the challenge and opened up a 
big lead. At the end of the 18 heats they 
had won by 63 points to 45. 

During the interval the Swedish riders 
protested at the state of the track and 
claimed it was too wet to continue the 
meeting but they were overruled. 

Leading the locals to victory was 
home track man and veteran 
international, Chum Taylor who scored 
15 points. New South Welshman, John 
Langfield, gave him valuable support 
with 13 points, as did South Australian, 
John Boulger, who scored 10. Captain 
Jim Airey had his most frustrating night 
ever in Test matches with a meagre 
score of eight points. 

Following their shock win over the 
Swedes, the Kangaroos flew 
approximately 4,000 miles north from 
Perth to Brisbane the next day for the 
second official Test match against their 
old foe, Great Britain. Despite being 
weary and seemingly ineffective after 
the marathon trip, the Australians 


gritted their teeth and came up trumps 
again with another slashing win over the

WARREN HULBERT, Northridge, 
Calif.: “The only reason | can see for 
not having the pipe at the rear (on some 
bikes) is styling. No one would buy the 
darn bike just because it looked so 
much different than the usual.” 

Finally, DALE GUTHRIE, after 
agreeing with the exhaust-must-have- 
cool-air theory, added: “A straight 
exhaust pipe is not necessarily more 
efficient than a curved one. It is true 
that curved do increase viscous effects 
and this absorb power; the effects are 
insignificant as long as the bends are not 
sharp enough to cause large reflections. 
This is because laminar flow does not 
exist in the first place. Also, in the case 
of the expansion chamber, both sub- 
and super-sonic flow occurs. 

“In a four-stroke engine, continuity 
of fine rather than straightness of line is 
important. With the valve in the middle 
of the exhaust port, strong, planer front 
shocks cannot be developed. The 
exhaust pulse is rather long and of low 
pressure. 

“On a two-stroke engine a straight 
header pipe would again not be 
optimum. The exhaust port opens from 
the top down, resulting in a shock wave 
that is not normal to the exhaust pipe. 
Leading with its upper edge, the shock 
front expands into a larger 
cross-sectional area (and thus volume) 
and is weakened. This phenomemon 
accounts for a downswept pipe being 
more efficient than an upswept pipe. 

“Reversed barrels and heads have 
been tried on four-stroke drag and 
Bonneville bikes with no significant 
success that | can recall. Keep your 
spokes tight.”

TALKING CARBS 
Dear R.B.: f 

I own a 1966 Bultaco Sherpa 175, 
that I bought a year ago from some 
people who took off the stock Amal 
carburetor and put on a German one 
called “Fischer”. The main jet is to big 
and I can’t get a smaller one because no 
one makes them. Can you tell me where 
to get one or where I can get this one 
made smaller if possible. All I know is 
that it says Frankfurt Moblegard on it, 
I’m not sure of the second word because 
it was worn partly off. Can you give me 
any information on this.

DEAR ERIC: 

I'm afraid you got me on this one, 
“Gott in hemill, vot ist it mitt dis 
vergasser” this is one | haven't heard of 
as yet either. My first suggestion to get 
rid of it and get a regular carb or pick 
up a Mikuni, these seem to work good 
on just about anything you put them 
on. 
Personally | am against altering jets in 
any way, my advice has always been to 
purchase the correct size, a reamered 
out jet is worthless as it does not 
correspond with any information 
stamped on it and it can lead to some 
pretty. frustrating tuning, maybe not by 
you, but by the next owner of the 
machine who takes the stamping on it as 
gospel. 

In your case, this information is 
worthless, | realize you would be happy 
to purchase the correct jet if you could 
find out where so your next best thing 
is to obtain some numbers drills beneath 
the size you have for the orifice. Then 
solder the jet closed and bore it out the 
next size smaller, put it back in the carb 
and try it, if it is still too rich, try it 
again, but always go down one step at a 
time, don’t try to save time by going 
small and working your way up, you 
might not make it and it. takes more 
time to replace a piston than a main jet. 
On many carbs, the form of the jet 
around the orifice both inside and at the 
bottom often have a lot to do with the 
flow' of the fuel, so when soldering it 
up, take care not to change this if 
possible. Try to solder just the distance 
that the hole remains the same size.

the above mentioned lack of a sense 
of speed, you really have to watch 
yourself going down fire trails and 
dirt roads, The stability of the machine 
and the ability of the suspension to soak 
up just about anything you run over 
gives you a lot of confidence. You find 
yourself not worrying about falling, but 
worrying about over-shooting the next 
turn. The brakes, if anything, are too 
good. They are not overly sensitive, but 
require experience to get the maximum 
without getting into trouble, 

In woods the bike is unbelievable; 
getting through the tight stuff like a 
machine half its size. The ready power, 
always having just the right application 
gear-wise to the rear wheel makes for 
some revelations the first time you hit 
the woods. 

The Rokon isan American motorcycle, 
"being built in Keene, New Hampshire, 
When it reaches the production stage, it 
could have about as much effect on 
enduro riding as the Chapparal had on 
Can-Am sports car racing. Cycle News 
will hopefully have a more complete 
report on the production version of the 
machine as soon as it is ready.

‘me an ideal of what it will cost to build 
it. Any time you spend will be greatly 
appreciated.

As this particular model of Honda is 
in very short supply, | doubt if you will 
find anybody who makes a frame just 
for it. As most. frames are Jig-Welded, 
the expense of setting up a jig has to be 
based on the premisse that a good 
number of the frames will be sold to 
compensate for the expense and to 
produce a profit margin. You might be 
able to contact some of the frame 
manufacturing companies such as 
Trackmaster or possibly someone 
locally by checking in the Dixie Cycle 
News and they might be able to help 
you out if you send them some exact 
measurements of your engine, but | 
think you would get better results if 
you had it done locally where you could 
take the engine into them so they could 
build a frame around it. As for cost, | 
can imagine that it will run you from 
$200 to $400 depending on how much 
labor is involved. 

As this would require an investment 
that is equal to or more than the blue 
book worth of the machine, it does not 
seem to be the way to go. On the other 
hand, you might check around the local 
shops or if you have any motorcycle 
breakers (salvage yards) in your neck of 
the woods, you can check for a frame 
from some other model or even some 
other brand that you may be able to slip 
your engine into without too much 
hassle. It may require making different 
mounting brackets and such, but if you 
have the work done by a reliable shop, 
you will probably be happy with the 
results.
